(!)n Monday morning "C" battery was 
landed Jit the camp selected on Iloclistjia 
fiver, the cli'liarkal ion rominencing at six 
o'clock. Major Petern, Col. Prior and 
twenty men iirst landed to prepare a 
cain|i. Tlie latter is aituated on a alojie 
facing the eastward, the ground being dry 
and slightly wooded. The lirst parly 
cloarod tho m)ces8ary;'spaeeffafter which 
the remaining portion of the battery 
landed in tho ship's boats without acci- 
dent, everyone being ashore by uoon. On 
leaving the ship " " Battery inon gave 
three choors, many friendships having 
been iiiado during the piiasage. The cheer

On Tuesday evening the electric light 
was exhibited to them ;mil they were

The wind blows U[) the rivm- at a 
frightful rate. ,\t 1 :;t(l aiichcu' was 
weiglii'il, and at 'I 'M we .st;irted on the 
return to \'ictoi ia. ( lii Thursday iiiorn- 
ing we met tlic! steamer Cariboo l'"ly, 
wliicli stopped and we gid thu mail bag 
for the Caroline. It waa a lovely day go- 
ing duwii Seafortli Arm and Fitsihugh 
Sound, and we got t«i Queen Ohfirlotte 
Sound at 5 o elo. , . We anchored at the 
north end of Malcolm Island until (i 
o'clock on Friday niornilig, and then 
went on to Alert liay and anchored there 
iiiilil 8 a. 111. We visited Niiiipkish river 
in the sleain launch and had Uev. Mr. 
Hall to ilinner. The following morning 
(.Saturd.iy) we left Alert May at 10:;!0 and 
had a plea.s;int trip until we anchored in 
Ksipiinialt this afternoon.

HO the Indian says, that the cinistables 
should take him. They moved around 
him ,nid he suddenly bolted out the back 
door. The constables then ran afor him, 
Ci'reeii going out of the front door. One 
of the party fired a pistol shot over his 
head, and at this moment flreen ulmost 
rail against .lira comirig around the; cor- 
ner of the house, atid immediately fired, 
hitting him in tho back. The wounded 
Indian lived about an hour, and claimed 
that whoii shot by CJreon, ho was ju.st 
about to give himself iqi. lie said bo had 
1 letter in his (locket frmii Agent Todd, 
udvising liim to do this, and would have 
dune .so if he had not been tired upon. 
The Indian says if tlie constables had ar- 
rested .Jim the others would not liiivo in- 
terfered. This is the Indian's .account of 
the afliiir, though there are many other 
dillerent versions. 

A DOUBLE MURUGK. 

The following account of the death of 
two Indians • hos been received by tho 
Hon. Attorney-Gencnil from Chief Con- 
stjihle Waabburn at Hazeltou: 

An Indian arrived here .luly 10th, 
stating that a innrdor had been com- 
mitted at Kilze-gnkla, the party killed 
proving to be Mox-soe-gnett, tlie father- 
in-law to Kit-wan-cool Jim. 1 started al 
once for there with 'three constables. 
Found on my arrival that tlie perpetrator 
of the deed, Tobis by name, . WM ; killed 
himself during my. jouniey.^dovirn tlie 
river by Maw-ah-haii, the head chief of 
tlie Kitzegukliis, who 1 at once arrested 
and t<i()k to llazelton. It appears that 
Tohia, after tho act, turned a raging mani- 
ac, with_boniicidal intent. Maw-ab-haii, 
who is and .ihvaya has been H very good 
iind iieaceable ^ndiliu, sivys that he can 
prove be was Hred at and hunted : about, 
and acted in aolf defence. 

While* at Kitz-gukla made postmortem 
examination on both bodies and took tho 
necessary notes as to the result of my in- 
vostigationa.

— Rain nt last has 
coiiui lo the relief of the people ot i\ lurge 
portion of North Victoria who liavo ijeen 
lighting fire for over two \j!eek8. While 
tlio ruin has extinguished the lire it has 
come Uio lute for all the crops, oxceiit jier- 
hapa potatoes. Fall wheat may bu half a 
cro]) and whoro rain fell in the southern 
part of the riding a fair crop. All the 
nthor crops in tho north are in iiiany cases 
not worth cutting, and generally so light 
that self-binders coujd not bind them.

During his twenty-one years residence 
here ho had baptized scores and performed 
tho coreinony of marriiigo for iiumy of his 
llock, and by his ipiiet, nnasauaiing 
ways ttiid his Christianlike and 
gontleiniinly demeanor towards all 
with whom he came iu contact, 
either iu the way of business or in his 
spiritual capacity, he gained the love and 
respect of all classesl He was a devoted 
iniasionary priest, and gave his life in tho 
service of his Master, deeming no toil too 
severe when connected with his sacred 
calling. Although in failing health for 
some years he declined - taking a needed 
rest, and for the period he had tho ad- 
ministration of the diocese in his charge 
ho managed it in such an admirable miui- 
nor as to win the highoat enconiums from 
his superiors. During the past few weeks 
he had not been feeling as well as usual, 
and on Saturday was induced to consult 
a medical inau. He was informed by the 
doctor that his heart and lunga wore af- 
fected and that he was iu a genehd state 
of bad heidth. No immediate fatal results 
were apprehended, however, and on Sat- 
urday evening, in oonvursation with his 
brother priests, lie was iu the best of 
spirits, relating several ninusing anec- 
dotes for the amtiseinent of bis auditoiii. 
He retired to hed at his usual 
hour, imd locked bis hudrooni 
door, a thing ho had never done for sev- 
eral years, as he said ho wanted all the 
frush air he could get, and summer and 
winter tho door was left open a few 
inches. Rev. Father Mandart occupied 
tho room adjoining, and Rev. Father 
Brabant the room on the other sitte. 
Ahont ,"...'iO o'chick Father Miimhirt was 
awakened by hearing l''atlier .lcMick;iu 
coughing violently. This was followed by 
agurgling or choking sound and a noise 
iLS if he had suddenly sprang out of bed. 
A rajiping on the wall succeeded, and 
Father Sfandurt answering "1 am com- 
ing," jumped out of bed and ran to tlii^ 
door of deceased's room. Finding it 
locked, he called to Father Jonckaii to 
open it, which the lamented gentleman 
did, apparently with great dilhculty. 
When Father Mandart entered ho found 
his brother priest standing in a drooi)ing 
attitude with a stream of blood gushing 
from his mouth. Unable to speak, he 
sini[)ly pointed to his breast, as if to indi- 
eato that 'it was there the pain w.as. 
Father Brabant had reached the bedroom 
by chia time and both priests assisted Ihe 
dying man to the edge of his bed, upon 
which ho sat, while supported in the 
arms of the two clergymen. Other priests 
arriving (Ui the scene, the Bishop elect 
was awakened and luivried to the couch <if 
the suH'ering priest. He continueil to 
v(uiiit blood profusely, and gradu.dly be- 
came weaker. The last sacranionUs of the 
church wore hurriedly administered by 
Bisbnp-elect Lemmens, and in less than 
ceveii niinntes from the first alarm, tho 
attendant priests could see thsvt life had 
tied and that Father .lonckau's mission 
up this earth had terminated. 

BKV. ,TOIIN ,1. .lONCKAl' 

Was born in .Jupille, province of Liege 
Belgium, on the Otli of j\ugust, IS-IO, and 
if had lived until next Sunday he would 
have attained bis forty-eighth ye.n-. II 
was educated iu tho cathedral town of 
.Mechlin, near Louvain, and was intended 
for a ciumnercial career. When his cdu- 
>'ation was : oumpleted, he elect- 
ed to study \; foe .'the. priesthood, 
and ' hia theological studies were 
conducted in tho L'niversity at Lou- 
vain, Rev. Father Brabant being one of 
Ilia fellow-students. In 1807 he was or- 
dained at Mechlin, tho order of the priest- 
hood heing conferred upon him by Cardi- 
n.d- Archbishop Sturchx (a prelate who 
was known as '' Piua IX. 's beautiful car- 
dinal") The young priest choose Vancou- 
ver Island as the tield of bis labors, and 
he arrived in Victoria on the 8th of De- 
cember, 18G7. Almost immediately on 
bis arrival ho took charge of St. Lmiis' 
Cidlcge as principal, and continued in 
that capacity for thirteen years. It was 
in that school he contracted the cold 
which undermined his health and ulti- 
mately caused his death. He was also 
rector of Esquimalt pariah, and took the 
groateat' intoroat in hia church there. 
When Bishop Brondel received the news 
of Ilia appointment to the see of iMoiitana, 
Father Jonokau was appointed adminis- 
trator of the diocese here. He w.is 
soon afterwards notified by Papal 
Imlls that ho had Jjcen chosen 
bishop to succeed Mgr. Brondel. 
This dignity ho declined, however, lai tho 
plea of ill-health, and he continued to act 
as adiuinistrator until tho late Arch- 
bishop Seghers was transferred to this 
see from Oregon. That lamented 
[irelato apjiointed Father Jonckau as his 
vicar-geiio:al, and this position lie held 
until the news of the death of the Arcli- 
hishoj) w.'is received. The sec of ^'un- 
coiiver Island being again vacant, Fathor 
.Jonckau was ro-appointod administrator, 
and this poaition of trust he ably hold 
until a few weeks ago, when he resigned 
the charge into thehunds of tlie'Biahop- 
elect, Mgr. Lennnens. Two w'ceks ago 
yesterday, he occupied the juilpit in the 
Cathedral for the last time lo make the 
ollicial aniiouncemoiit of Bishop Leiii- 
iiieiis' appointment, and it seems as if. 
having thua tilled his iniaaion, ho cidnily 
laid down the burden of life and - went to 
Ilia reward. 

LYINO IN .STATK. 

'J'he remains of the deceased priest .-ire 
lying in state in tho library at tho Episco- 
pal Palace. The room is., drappd in 
black and the body rests on a bier in 
the center of the room aurrounded with 
wax taper?. The remains are attired in 
priestly vestments with tho himds folded 
across the breast and clasping a largo 
crueilix. The fwatures are as natural as 
when in life and are in perfect repose, 
reminding one forcibly of thei lino in 
Tonnyiioirs inomoriam: 

"God's UnKorlouclind lilm and lie Hlejij." 

The funeral will take pl.-icu on Wednes- 
day inuriiing at Jt o'chick. 'J'he procosHion 
will leave the palace shortly before that 
hour and pass up Yates street to Blanch- 
:ird, along Blanoliard to View street, and 
I hence to the Cathedral, whore a solemn 
teipiiem high mass will be sung and the 
cuatomary coroinotiios in coinn^ction with 
tho dciith of a jiriest performed. The re- 
mains will tlien be enclosed in a leaden 
o.isket and deposited in the vault beiientli 
tho church.

This lieatlieiiisli practice has been pretty 
rife here, at Haines, the past winter. It 
has Ixs'u a very noticealde fact (hat when 
till! Ihei uionieter ranges llui very lowest, 
anil till! winds anil storn-s are raging their 
liighe.st, witches are very much more 
likely to lie Hying here than at other 
times. Disease has visited and carried oil' 
iniiiiy of till! C'hilcat Imliaiis during the 
jiasL winter months, and when the near 
lel.-itives of the sick a]>pruaclicd their 
native meilieal praelilioner and eii(|nire(l 
who might be till! cause of the sickness, 
he gi'Ueridly i^ave I he name uf some one 
of the lower class and possessing but few 
friends, which porson was thenceforth 
looked upon as a witch and shunned by 
all. 

The first sickness ivhieh Doctor Skundou 
was called upon for wiis in the case of 
llinima, oiie of t he higher class, and wife 
of John, who ha-" Hii(;cei!di:d Clayiiot as 
aocoiul Chief. The respmise given was 
t hat ail Indian woman residing here, and 
motlior of Ann who recently died at Sitka 
Homo, had bewitched Emma, and there- 
upon tho husband and father of the latt,or 
with oUiors, )iroceuded to tie said woman 
lip a.i a wilch, altlioiioh hIui was of the 
liigher class. She siu ceeiled in releasing 
herself, however, and being almost era:;ed 
by the fili;iine brought upon her as a 
witch, she procured a nipii and deliber- 
ately hung herself to a riifter of her liouae. 
An iimuite hearing her death struggles, 
cut liur down in time to save her life, and 
she was not iierseeiited further.
